# Fargo, Nortfe Dakota. -^ 

A Ctty of Immense Possibilities— An Interesting Desorlption of the Plaoe and the Wo-(r of the Army. 




I ARGO has an estimated population at 
present of 12,000, and is situated in Cass 
County, N.D., U.S.A. This enterprising, 
prosperous and important city, the commercial 
metropolis of the State, is located in the extreme 
eastern part of the county, of which it is the 
judicial seat, having four railroads running 
through the same. It was first settled in 1872, 
and was a small hamlet until 1875, from which 
time its growth commenced and continued until 
June, 1893, ■bV'hen the entire business part of tlie 
city was burned, entailing a loss of $4,000,000. 

Ill less than one year the burnt district was re- 
built with substantial briok blocks and fine public 
buildings. Fifteen miles of streets arc 
paved. It is now a live, bustling city, 
the receiving and distributing ceu'ire of 
the vast wheat region of (he Red 
River Valley, a granary unsurpassed on ths 
face of the globe. It was incorporated as a city 
:n 187s, is governed by a Mayor and iioard of 
Aldermen, and contains many fine business 
blocks and handsome residences. 

The principal architectural features are the 
Court House and Jail, costing $130,000 ; a mag- 
nificent Government building, costing Sioo,ooo; 
City Hall, Opera House, two iron bridges 
and two railroad bridges crossing the Red 
River, connecting the city with Moor- 
head, Minnesota. It has severe handsome 
school buildings, four fine briok bank buildings, 
and a number of hotels, temperance, bj' the way, 
there is no intoxicants in Fargo, ibut across the 
river, in Moorhead, there are E&out forty saloons 
and a population of only 3,000 or 4,000 people. 
The leading hotels of Fargo are the Waldorf. 
Metropole, Elliott, and Prescott. Numbers of 
large wholesale houses, a candy factory, linseed 
oil mills of a capacity of 500.000 barrels per 
year. Fargo is the headquarters of the Norfh- 
west for all farm implements and machinery, 
with the finest warehouses for the same in the 
west.. As a distributing point for farm machin- 
ery, Fargo occupies second position in the Unit- 
ed States; in the number of thrashers an 1 bind- 
ers in stands in the first place. The city is sup- 
plied with gas and electric light, sewers and 
waterworks, has good fire and police fore -s, and 
has, in fact, all appointments and facilities of a 
thoroughly progressive commercial cnlrc. 
Electric street cars are expected to Ll r inning

For thirty-eight years the Salvation Army has 
been battling with this giant evil — Drinlc, 

1. Tata! afcstsnence is an essential plank in 
our platform, beitig a condition of membership 
for both officers and soldiers. 

2. The slums, tenements, and saloons of every 
great city are regularly visited by our workers. 

3. The Iccynote of our work is conversion. 
Probably t*n per cent, of our converts are ex- 
drunltaids. During the last ten years we have 
toad about two million professed conversions 
Chroughowt the world. Of these at least two 
hundred thonsand have bean saved from drink, 
and not less than one hundred thousand, of 
those who march Jn our ranks to-day are con- 
verted ivom lives of drunkenness, while tens of 
thousands have been added to the churches. 

II. Our success, under God, is largely due to 
discovering and remedying Hhe cause — we have 
located the ' drunkoxera bacillus! In typhoid, 
cholera, consumption, and other diseases, the 
doctors are all the time dealing with the cause;

Eight hundred thousand 
immigrarits landed during the last twelve 
months; more than one million are expected 
next year, 'rjurijig April aiey arrived at !iie 
rate. of eight hundred per day.

In round 
numbers we provide already in t?his country for 
about 8,500 men, 1,000 womem and 650 children 
a nightly piiJpw where .they may lay their heads. 
During the last year we found about three mil- 
lion beds for* needy classes. Our operations in- 
cluded Penfl^ Ice, Cheap Coal, Cheap Clothing,

The Federal Council of Switzerland ihas re- 
quested Dr. Lardig, Swiss Minister in Paris, 
not to act as arbitrator in the Venezuelan claims. 

All the male population of the Bulgarian vil- 
lage of Ka'kevo was massacred after its capture 
by the Turks. 

A negro Prince, from the Cameroons, was ar- 
rested for not paying a $1,750 hotel bill in Ham- 
burg. 

Reports frorn Monastir, authenticated by the 
Russian and Austrian Consuls, give horrifying 
details of the massacres and atrocities. At the 
village of Armensko the Turks destroyed 150 
houses out of a total of 157 and massacred every 
man, woman and child. The women were sub- 
jected to the most terrible atrocities by the sol- 
diers. 

Acccrrding to advices received, the Bulgariaii 
insurgents now claim to have over 20,000 well- 
armed men at their disposal, and the miiiiber, 
they declare, will soon reach 30,000. They hope 
to checkmate the Turks by adopting the same 
tactics as were followed by the Boers in the 
Transvaal war. 

Between forty and fifty persons were burned 
to death at Budapest, according to a report, in a 
fire in a four-storey building. The lower floors 
of the building were occupied by a fancy-goods 
firm and the upper floors as residential flats 
There v.-erc 20c v.-orl;irg people in the building 
and the escape of many of them and of the 
residents on the third and fourth doors were 
cut off. The warehouse contained piles of flimsy 
m<vterial, and the flames spread with great ra- 
pidity.

Prison Gate Work In Japan. 

A very encouraging report comes from our 
comrades in Japan with reference to iheir Prison 
Gate Work.

" Soon after Colonel Bulkrd's arrival in Japan 
a small Home to receive discharged prisoners 
was opened in Tokio. This was the first in- 
stitution of that kind in Janan. This Home did 
a quiet but helpful woi-k, and attracted a good 
deal of attention to th-e needs of this class. 
Since then a number of sinVilar institutions have 
been opeined. A little more than *wo years ago 
the Home was removed to larger premises, ac- 
commodating some forty men, and since that 
time a very successful work has been accom- 
plished"

Chapter XIX. 
Destkuction of Sodom and Gomorrah. - 

In the previous chapter we have noted the 
persistciu pleading of Abraham for clemency on 
behalf of the widced cities, and his prayer had so 
far prevailed that if ten righteous persons cduUl 
be found in the city God would not destroy it. 

In this wehave a fine example of tlie privilege 
and power of intereessory prayer. How many 
have been saved through the prayers of others. 
This suggests another great privilege, if not a 
great responsibility, given. to every Christian to 
make someone's salvation tlie iurden of their 
cr>' to God; For we have abundant evidence in 
the case before us that God is longsufferng, 
and to be entreated of, and that prayer is effica- 
cious to move His clemency. . 

There are not ten righteous to be found in 
the city, however, and as the inhabitants have 
filled up the cup of their iniquity, God's attribute 
of justice must manifest itself, otherwise He 
would be considered as condoning sin. In thss, 
as in many other cases since, and sometimes 
with individuals, God was compelled to use 
drastic measures for the sake of saving the 
community, or the family, from that poUuiiou 
which would ultimately destroy all coming with- 
in the realm of its influence. 

In Lot's attitude to the vileness existing about 
him, we see how a man's rnoral sense may be- 
come blunted, so that "he may become indifferent 
to sin bolSi in its efiFects and in its penaJtj'. 

" After his itKue fror.5 the Eastern Kinffi 
by Abraham, he went back again to his coveted 
.Snrfr.rr,; His d=qight-;rs' nTairied zr.c- of tl-.c 
cTtv, and his family appear to have become 
damaginglv affected by the vices of the place. 
Lot himself lost not the uprightness of character 
developed bv his long residence witn Abraham, 
and be was often ' vexed with the filthy conver- 
sation of the wicked. For that righteous man. 
dwelling among them, vexed his righteous soul 
from day to day \yith their unlawful deeds.* f.i 
Peter n, 8.) But bis moral force was alto- 
.gethcr too weak to stem the tide of evil whicii 
was against him. He was wont to sit in the 
ga'es of Sodom as one ot the judges of the city 
(comp. Ruin iv. i), and thus became lamifer 
with tiie commerce and conversation of the in- 
habitants. All this would tend to blunt his moral 
sense, and lower him from the simplicity an 1 
purity of the shepherd life he had led amotv;' 
rhe iiills of- Abraham." 

The tendency to procrastinate, as though 
judgment was likely to escape us, seems always 
to have manifested itself in human nature. Let 
us not blame Lot too severely, for with the ex- 
amples of. ages, testifying of the fearful conse- 
quences of hesitating when God calls, the greater 
majority of men stand in tbe same attitude to- 
wards God in the present day. How many know 
ilicy should be Christians, and yet hesitate be- 
cause of a cowardly fear of the consequence.^. 
However, the angels forced Lot and his family, 
and they were at last gotten to a place of .safety, 
except his wife, wbosc longit^ for the evil as- 
sociations sbe ihas been compelled to leave, 
caused the judgment of God to visit lier also, 
for her heart was still in Sodom, 

How dreadful was that visitation, evidences 
of which arc still found by travelers in rocks 
bearing the marks of fire, fissures, soil like ashes, 
pitch falling from the rocks, rivers boiling up 
and emitting a fetid odor to a great distance, 
.dwellings in every direction overthrown, and 
so on. . , 

'"But we may well believe that in. this event, 
as in the plagues of Egypt, God used natural 
..agencies to accomplish His will. 'We knovv," 
says Dr. Robinson, ' that the country is subject 
to earthquakes, and exhibits also frequent vol- 
canic actions.. Pcrbaps both causes were at 
work; for volcanic action and earthqua'kes ^o 
band in ihaflSi and the accompanying electric 
discharges usually cause lio^itning to play and

thunders to roll. In th's way we have all the 
phenomena which the most literal interpretation 
of the sacred records can demand.''. 

Lot's history demonstrates to us t..e judg- 
ment as well as the mercy of God. Hii covet- 
ousness and selfidmess cause him to get into a 
"ood deal of trouble, a-s it does so many to-day. 
^he prayers and efforts of Ahrabam twice saved 
bini from destracticn, bat in soite of all thts his 
unstable nature makes him an easy prey to evd, 
and the curtain falls upon his vacillating career 
with a scene of dark disgrace, and we hear of 

him no more.

fV.— THE HISTORICAJL BOOKS. 
{Cotifinued.y 
EzR.v . 
This famous scribe was a priest, and a son of 
Seraiah. When first ircniioncd in iiistory (45° 
BiC.) he is already a man 
of great learning, zeal, and 
authority, enjoying the con- 
fidence of his compatriots as 
well as that of -Lihe Persian 
King. Ezra speaks of him- 
self as the author of the 
book which is known by his 
name, . It consists of two 
portions : — 

I. The retur.ft of the cap- 
tive Jews from Babylon to 
Jerusalem, in the time of 
Cyrus (B.C.. ^jfi), and the 
rebuilding of the 'Temple, in- 
terrupted by itSic Samari'ans, 
hut renewed by the exhorta- 
ticsE of Hs""ai and Zcch- 
eriah. 

II. The second immigration of exiles in the 
reign of Artaxerxes (B.C. 457), with Ezra 
Wmself as the leader, and his reformation of the 
Jewish people. There is a ccmSiderable diflfer- 
ence of time between tlie two portions, which 
alsofjcther cover about seventy-nine years. 

One of Ezra's great accomplishments was the 
separation of the Jews from their " strange 
wives." Many residents of the land had mar- 
ried foreign wives, which, threatened to ex- 
tinguish tfhe Jews as a nation, and with it des- 
troy the true religion and faith in the one God. 

Ezra also had " the Law " read and interpret- 
ed to the peoole, and as never before made it the 
rule for private and public life. He also was the 
one to whom the rise of the scribes, that is, of 
thoes whose business it was to know 'the law. to 
interpret it, and to preserve it, must be traced.

1*1.- t — - 1 — 1.- _-.j:ji^j.j E-fa and NshcniiEh 
were in ancient times regarded as forming but 
one book, aind were known in tfhe Vulgate as «he 
istaiid 3nd Esdras. 

Jt carries on the history of the Jews from 
about twelve years after the close of Ezra's book 
to the last itAtlee, covering a period of thirty- 
two years, from B.C. 445 to 413. 

While the Temple had been rebuilt under 
Zerubbabel, the city wails were only reconstruct- 
ed under Nehemiah, in fiity-two days. He was 
truly patriotic and zealous, and. by his wise rule 
and rcformaticMi attracted many pcojjle fs f e tiers 
to Jerusalem, After twelve years sojourn among 
the Tejrs in iPalcstihe, and nn efficient re-organ- 
ization of their religious and political life, he ret* 
turned to his post on the Persian court. T4iis 
book closes the Old Testament History.

XI. — ^Private Prayer. 

For many reasons the soldier will find private 
communion with God riOt only profitable, lint 
absolutely necessary to the nianitenance of sal- 
vation. His experience In this'Tespect will only 
be in keeping with that of the most eminent 
saints that have ever lived. 

In order that private devotion nuiy be the 
most useful to the Salvation soldier: 

{a) He ^ould have fixed pe.ricds for it, 
morning and evening always, and at other hoiir^ 
when possible. 

(i>)*It is a good plan for him to fix a partic- 
ular time for prayer. He should resolve to 
spend so long a period-^say half an hour or a 
quarter of an hour— before the Lordj and havit\g 
made up his mind, to this, he should npt allow 
anything that is not very importarit to. interfere 
until the expiration of the time fixed upon. 

(c) Some have found it very usefiil to 'lavc 
spEcial subjects for particular days; taking, for 
instance, different branches of the war, or dif- 
ferent members of their famil" aiid acquaintance 
one day, and others another day. 

(d) Private prayer, to be profitable, must be 
tlioughtful. Very little will c<Kne of a mere 
careless uttering of any request^ or words that 
may iappen to come up at the time, or to which 
the mind may be accustomed. In approaching 
God, the soul should on this, as on all olh;r 
occasions, carefully consider wtiat it needs, and 
then devoutly make its requests known iintj 
God. ■• 

(c) In every attempt to draw near unto God 
there should be the effort to realize His presence. 
The soul should say to itself : " (j(pd is here; He 
is listening to me now. 1 am speaking to Him." 
Faith will bring (3od nigli.

This is an age in which the researches of 
explorers are lapidly confirming tlie Bible story. 
In modern times sceptics have been driven baclc 
from position after position. The discovery of 
inscribed tablets of a pre-Mosaic age did away 
with their contention that the airt of writing did 
exist before Moses. Then they fell back 011 
the theory that at least the art of compositiun 
was not developed sufficiently to admit the writ- 
ing of the Pentateuch by Mo:.es. But the dis- 
covery of the Tella-Amiama tablets again rcucd 
the sceptics, and one would think they nuist be 
finally vanquished owing to the researches ot 
M. d'e MorEan, the renowned French explorer 
at Susa, in Persia. 

Formerly the critics held die fourteenth c.-ap- 
ter ot uenesis was mythical. In that ciiapicr 
there is an account of a conflict between Abra- 
ham and some of the neighboring kings, Ani- 
raphel and Chedorlaomer by name. A few years 
ngrt the king Amraphel was identified, by certain 
cuneiform inscriptions, with Hammurabi, a 
mighty monarch of Babylonia.

On one side it bears a 
picture of Hammurabi receiving the laws from 
Sharaash, the sun God, and bit Ae other side twu 
hundred and eighty laws put in force by tnis 
monarch of forty-three huiidrcd years ago. T'lis 
code of Hammurabi, tlierifore. brins's into full 
view the persons and ereiiis Sp<3seo of in the 
(supposed) mythical fourtcentli chapter of 
Genesis. The laws seem IbJ-cguIate all depart- 
: ments olltfe and conda«, aiidlmofy social rela- 
tions of a complexity appttiaching these of our 
own day... . ■ .^

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WILLIAM HENRY CREIGHTON, Sr., 
of Sussex, N.B., was born in Waterfdrd, New 
Brunswick, sixtj-six 
years ago,., of .Scotch 
and Irish parents. As 
a boy he attended the 
commoti sdhool of the 
Settlement, later help- 
ed his father on the 
farm, learning farm- 
ing in all its various 
branches. On Sundays 
he attended Meth- 
odist meetings witih 
his parents, they be- 
ing members of that 
denomination. At the age of twenty-two he 
went to a series of revival services, which were 
beiTg conducted by a Baptist revivalist. God 
spoke to Bro. Creighton's heart, and he gave 
himself up to serve the Master. 
■ About sixteen years ago the Salvation Army 
opened fire at Sussex, Capt. Degear and Lieut. 
Elliott in' command, where David {now Chan- 
cellor at Montreal) was converted. This led the 
father to attend the meetings. 

Here God showed him a new light, touched 
his heart, and he, by the grace of God, decided 
to go in for full salvation, a closer waWc with 
God, and then and there at fhe penitent form 
resolved to follow to the end. At once lie be- 
came a member of the corps. 

Bro. Creighton married Elizabeth M. Law 
some forty years ago. To them were born nine 
children, five of whom are living ui the service 
• of the King of kings. StaflF-Capt. Creighton is 
the Chancellor at Montreal; Major C. Wilfred 
in the Financial Department at the Salvation 
Army, Toronto; Jennie M. Creighton married 
William Boggs, botb of whom are -active work- 
ers in the corps to which they belong, at Wor- 
ehester, Mass., U.S.A.; S. M. W. Henry, of this 
corps, of whom wc will speak in another column 
■of the War Cry, are sons and daughter of Bro. 
Creighton. 

Bro. Creighton is a Justice of tlie Peace, and 
one of the leading farmers of Sussex, living 
about one and a-quarter miles from the village 
and barracks. He has one of the best appointed 
farms here, being well stocked and equipped for 
carrying on the- same. He believes he is only the 
steward of all he possesses, and that- part of 
God's service is to work and to have, so he may 
be able to help on all good works, which he does 
in a right royal vvay. His home is a home to all 
officers visiting this corps, and the officers sta- 
tioned here from time to time iind a welcome 
at all times Vrhcre there is plenty of all God has 
graciously- placed in Bro.

Creighton lias always 
led in this corps as collector for Self-Denial, 
and has a happy way of making up many deficits 
in other collections when needed. If the Lord 
loves a cheerful giver He surely loves Brother 
Creighton, as fee also loves the Lord and. gives 
Uberallyyto Him. 

He has held the office of Orderly Sergeant, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and I may say every office 
in the corps. He always dresses in a full Army 
suit, whidi he dearly loves. 

Some years ago, when the Army was young 
here, fire swept away the building in which they 
held meetings. For some time afterwards the 
corps occupied a very large barraoTfs, immeaiate- 
ly. under tne canopy of' the .heavens, using the 
sidewalk for' a platform, the drum for 
a penitent formi However, cold weather 
compelled them to look about for warmer 

quarters. No place being obtainable, our worthy 
brother at once advanced seventeen hundred 
dollars. In a sJhort time a fine hall was erected, 
'with an officers' quarters attached. Space will 
hot allow me to ennumerate all tlie good acts of 
this worthy brother, suffice it to say he is a 
patron saint, May those wlio read this humble 
sketch follow 'his good example!' ' 



: WILLIAM HENRY CREIGHTON, Jr., of 
Sussex, N,B., is a son of W. H. Creighton, Sr. 
He spent his boyhood days at the District School 
of his native village; later following his father's 
calling, made farming a study, and he is one of 
the best of his day. Shortly after the Salvation 
Army opened fire at Sussex they went to Water- 
ford, some eight miles from tlhe town of Sussex, 
and established an outpost. Young Henry, see- 
ing how happy religion made his elder brother 
David, thought he would .go and see the Salva- 
tion Army. After attending several meetings 
God called him and he obeyed, making a free 
and full surrender of all wordly pleasure he at 
once receiving greater pleasures — the assurance 
and favor of a loving Saviour. He was so.ni 
enrolled as a soldier of the cross and the Salva- 
tion Army, not being long a soldier before he 
felt that God needed more workers in His vine- 
yard, at once sent in 'his application, was accept- 
ed, entered tile worlc in tiie year i838. Was 
■sent to No. I. corps St. John, N.B., as a Cadet, 
where he worked for some time, being the in- 
strument in God's hands of leading many pre- 
cious souls to Christ. From St. John he was 
transferred to SpringhiU Mines, Nova Seotia, 
•where he continued his labors for a.- time, seeing 
many a sin-burdened one lay down their load 
of sin. At the close of his work here he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and .sent to 
Shubenacadie, N.S., w'herc his work was won- 
derfully blessed. From here he was removed to 
Westv'ille, N.S, God's blessings on his labors 
were freely shown, here. Again promotion came 
to the rank of Captain, and was sent to the town 
of Truro, Nova Scotia, where the Lord used him 
in pointing many to the Lamb. He bade fare- 
well to Nova Scotia and for a time was sent to 
St. Andrews, New Brunswick, where he did 
valiant work, leading many to lay all at the feet 
of the Crucified One. At this place he was 
granted a well-eamjed 
rest, returned to his 
home in Sussex, 
where his father now 
lives, having removed 
.to this place shortly 
after joining the 
Army. After a few 
montlis* rest from ac- 
tive work he was sent 
tT Carleton, St, John 
Co., N.B., wliere lie 
did noble work for 
rhe Master. Back to 
Nova Scotia, Annapolis was his next field of 
labor, where he did a splendid work. 

Here came a change in his life. He felt dieie 
was work at home to be done ; wrote to Head- 
quarters, received permission to return to his 
father's farm, joined the corps here as a soldier, 
in a short time was appointed Sergt.-Major, 
which office he has held to the present with honor 
to flhe King, the corps and himself, always 
wearing full Army -uniform, and talking an 
active part in all matters for the best interests 
of the corps. I may say there is an exception to 
all rules. A prophet in this case is not without 
toor in his own land. Bro. Creighton, whether 
he speaks on the street or from the platform, 
attention is given to what he has to say, and he 
has a quiet and clear way of pointing out tlie way 
to the right and correct road for all to travel. 

On the 29th of April, 1903. under the dear old 
Army flag, he was united in holy matrimony to 
Sister .Alice M. Hannah, of whom we have 
spoken in another hem of this War Cry. 'This 
happy union brought out many expressions from 
not only_ S. A. soldiers, but citizens generally. 
Some said Henrv was a good man, others said 
Alice was "gooder," 

To-day we find this happy couple true to 
God and the Army, always helping on all good 
works. By the way, we find a great change 
going on in the Creighton homestead. Carpen- 
ters, masons, and painters are at work, making 
more, rooms and^ changes, as it takes more room 
for two families than one. 

Now, Mr. Editor, just a word to yourself. If 





you can get a vacation for awhile, make an 
excuse to" come to Sussex', hunt up Father or 
Brother Creighton, and you will find not only 
a welcome and a hearty hand-shake, but you will 
find within 'their h'ofne both full and plenty for 
both body aiid soul.

Iti the course of giving his evidence before the 
Glasgow Housing Commission, Colonel Hoddcr 
liel-d that heavy rentals compelled a good number 
of respectable poor to, live in homes too small for 
tlieir, requirements, wi'th the result that a clean, 
wholesome condition .of things was almost im- 
possible, and the streets became more .desirable 
than the tiome^ He submitted the following sug- 
gestions as remedies: (i) Wipe out the slums as 
they now exist, and substitute for thern blocks of 
property that, from tSie municipal standpoint, 
are healthy and sanitary, at rentals within the 
reach of the poor. Include in the scheme read- 
ing-rooms, recreation-rooms, etc. (2) Vigorous 
prohibition against over-crowding, 'with a stip- 
ulated .tMimber in a family , who may^ occupy a 
one-room house, two-room "house, and so on. 
{3) The appointment of janitors for seeing that 
the regulations are observed.

In one of the 
haunts of the' lioiiieless he came uponi the man 
wiho haf". abused 'him, and on learning that lie 
was penniless the Salvationist returned good for 
evil by handing hini aU the coppers he had, and 
giving him some good advice. 

This act of kindness completely broke up the 
poor outcast, and he made use of the invitation 
he had received, and went to Blackfriars Shel- 
ter tihe following oiomin*'. There he got con- 
verted, and so thoroupghly changed was his char- 
acter that soon we find him in good employment 
and living in respectable lodorings. To show 
his gratitude for what God had done for him, 
he frequently comes to the Shelter meetings and 
gives his testimony.

During the Spanish Town revival the interest 
of the public has been so great that we have with 
difficulty been able to have private meetings for 
converts and soldiers. On one or two occasions 
we had to send for the poHce. so dctermiueil 
were some unconverted ones to enter. At length 
we hit upon this plan, which worked well : , we 
would allow in those who were willing to go 
right up to the penitent form to be dealt with. 
On one Tuesday night three men and one wo- 
man agreed to these terms, and as they came in 
singly, we suspended everything else and per- 
sonalty dealt with tliem as Miey -entered.

Not wish- 
ing to be turned out, and seeing all eyes fixed 
upon her, she soon started crying, and allowed 
herself to be led forward.

I OUR MISSIONARY FIELDS. 

Tivo years ago Commissioner Kilbey visited. 
Mashonalandfor the purpose of re-establishing 
our missionary work among the natives, which 
had been ^o tragically terminated bt the rebel- 
lion a few years previously. Staff-Capt. and 
Mrs. Bradley accompanied the Cotninisstotter 
and remained on the Settlement. Of the old 
bnildings nothing was fomtd but the charred 
remains. Even the bricks had been taken aiiiay. 
' During the two years a substantial hall has been 
built, a fonr-roomcd house for the Staff-Cap- 
tain's family, a large square hut for Lieutenant 
M'Bambo and family, and other good huts for 
ilie " boys " and for use as stores. All this has 
been done in addition to the direct spiritual zuork 
ii<hich the Staff-Captain and his helpers have 
accomplished, and of which Licut.-Colonel 
Pcarcc z'jko has ".ist returned from Mashona- 
laiiij, tlrites in the foUmving article :— 

The Pearson Settlement is our most advanced 
■ra'post to-.vards the wilds of Central Africa. 

In one sense we are near enough to tire savage 
lords of Central Africa to satisfy our peace of 
mind. For we learned that at least one Mng of 
beasts, with his consort, was prowling over our 
farm some little time ago. Another oid lion 
ventured in much nearer to Salisbury aboui ih^ 
same time, but did not return. Tigers, or 
ciicetahs, are pretty plentiful, and as we aat in 
our little quarters of an evening, the yelp of the 
jackal was answered by the angry bay of the 
doffs lliat guard our dwelling. 

Then there is the river hard by, which is re- 
ported to be teeming with crocodiled. 
«> <& ^ 

The natives of Maslionaland are. not of the 
highest type, either in physique or intelligence. 
Slill, Uiey are a race capable of much good or 
ill, according to die iiiriiicncea ljro'.ight to bear 
u|5on them. The difficulties to be overcome by 
those who set out to leach thcni the principles 
and practices of Christianity are stupendous, for 

THEY CLING TO OLD TRADITIONS 

and practices with an almost fanatical tenacity. 
It is rather hard on tlie converted elder son of 
a family, for examp3e, to be forced, in tlie event 
of the death of liis father, to take all his father's 
\.ivcs — \iith the exception of his own mother — 
to be Ills wives. Yet custom and tradition exact 
lhi.s of him. 

Then the language is another obstacle.' It is 
peculiar, different in many essential respects 
from Zulu, Amaxosa, or Matabele, and the 
novice has !to stumble on, ever learning by ex- 
perience. The only literature at the disposal of 
Staff-Capt Bradley is the Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew. This is the only portion of sacred Writ 
yet translated. The officers liave succeeded in 
translating seven or eight of our Army songs 
into Masliona, and they now ring or sing the 
changes on these eight iri all their meetings. 
There is one 'comforting reflection — those who 
come under our influence at least know eight 
■ songs, which is more than they ever knew be- 
fore. But there are- rhore to follow. 

The morning" after our arrival at the Settle- 
ment, three of the native chiefs came to salute 
tit. The indaba (council) was interesting. The 
visiting Umfundis (i.c, teacher) must say some- 
thing to thein of course, so S:aff-Capt. Bradley 
interpreted. They were impassive enough dur- 
ing the greater portion of the indaba, and it was 
easy to see what were the points that " fetched " 
them. 

Tlie observation *hat they seemed to appre- 
ciate most was that they were not to fight any 
more, but now they were under our charge they 
were to be at peace among themselves. This 
was received \^ith decisive grimts and nods at 
each other, as much as to say, " And don't yon 
forget that.'' This anxious concern that their' 
ne'glibor should wear the cap must be put down 
to the fallibility of the poor native; white people 
would know better, of course I

On Sunday the bell totlied at 6 a.m. to rouse the 
people for knee-drill. 

Our coinrddeSj by the by, are proud of this 
bell. It weighs no less than 140 pounds, and is 
the biggest in the district, nof excepting Salis-' 
bury. They had ' ordered- a bell, but a much 
smaller one, and the present article came to the' 
Salisbury merchant in error. -It- was looked 
upon as a prize by more than one person, who 
would gladly have annexed, it for other pur-" 
poses, but. in the words.pfgur comrades them- 
selves, " We thought the Army was. erttitled to 
the very best bell obtainable.".. So they worked 
and scraped together enough to pa^ for it, and 
proud they were when it was hoisted outside 
tlieir little hall, and 'ihey heard its sonorous tones 
pealing through the valley of the Majoe. 

Knee-drill ivas held at the orthodox time, 7 
a.m., and, listen to this ye favored ones of the 
towns and cities, rio fewer than eighty persons 
aucuucd. 

Later on another meeting was held, when the 
little hall was filled to overflowing with some 
1.20 persons. The average congregation is about 
eighty or ninetj', the extra turn-up was on ac- 
count of -the arrival o! the Umfundis from Cape 
Town. 

Another meeting for children was held under 
the leadership of. Lieut. M'Bambo, who add^ 

to the spiritual instruction^ The children 
seemed to appreciate the former even more-than. 
the latter, 

A soldiers' meeting, too, was among, the 
events of ^Lhe day. In this no fewer tiian twenty- 
one adults testified, and by all appearance they 
were sincere and intelligent. The public .meet- 
ing was very interesting, inasmuch as it included 
two ceremonies viWch were new to the onlookers 
— a dedication and a swearing-in of soldiers. 
Lieut, and Mrs. M'Bambo brought their two 
youngest children to God, and it was most strik- 
ing to observe the eager countenances of the 
people as fhey closely watched the . presentation 
to the Lord. The swearing-in was no less in- 
teresting. Only two converts were made sol- 
diers for a start; but the dcclarsttions of the 
Articles of War was an education to all, and tlic 
Umfundis, StafF-Capt. Bradley, anticipates some 
eap er requests from others to be admitted to the 
honor of full soldiership. The singing of the 
natives was splendid, the order and respect all 
that one eould desire, and at the close, in re- 
sponse to tlie. invitation, four souls, 
ont; man and THREE women, knelt'in penit-

In response to our query as to whetber these 
people really dp.repent pLtheir sins, Mrs. Brad- 
ley related the case of one of their first converts 
named Nyareti; who shed bitter tears, rolled oii 
the floor, and roared- as in agiohy for God to 
have mercy on him. He is no* one of their 
best' and most promisirig "boys." 
" A school is held everv . niorning, attended 
.prihc.ipally by adults. ■ These display not a little 
eagerness to learn. .When tlie weather is favor- 
able the class is held -in a somewhat hiformal 
way ^outside the hall. The lessons are necessar- 
i!v simple ; but some of the scholars are already 
begirining to' rea:d theiir precious' and only ex- 
ercise-book, the Gospel according; to St. Mat- 
thew, and as they learn the syllables and woriU, 
they in turn assist the teachers in ottier diffiail- 
ties in the langiidge, and so the 'school goes on 
with mutual advantage.

Mrs. Bradley nobly fills in her part in tlw 
matter of education. .She superintends the sew- 
ing class, and the mammies andyoung- girls are 
eniraiiced at the prospects of learning how to 
make shirts and skirts, and the few other articles 
which go to make up the modest wardrobe of 
tlie Christianized . native. : It would be cruel to 
laugh at the clumsy attempts of the beginners, 
when. a needle is first put in their hands, al- 
■:though they laugh awkwardly enough at their 
own awkward fumbling, but I, being a. mere 
man, took courage at the sight. • 

" How are you getting on with the language, 
M'Bambo?"' was a question I put to the ener- 
getic Lieuteinsnt the dsy. before leayin*'. M'Bani- 
bo's reply- was shrewd and worthy of tlie niaii, 
" Well, you see, I don't think we know much ; 
I feel very much tried and conscious of my lack 
of knowledge; but, then,. souls are getting saved, 
it. is evident God is making ilhe people under- 
stand us. Hallelujah I" 'This is the secret of 
Lticir success. Goil is witii fiiciii : He iiiaikcstlii: 
people to understand ; His Spirit is as penetrat- 
ing- and. powerful with the untutored native as 
with the educated European. — F. W, P.
